ITH THIS EDITION the Evangel begins what 

UU) w:crses to be one of the most rewarding 

prophetic studies ever presented in these 
pages. Many sincere persons turn away from prophetic 
study because of the numerous blind alleys into which 
the student is led. They adjudge eschatology (merely 
a big word meaning a study of the last things to hap- 
pen in this age) as something mystical if not actually 
morbid. 

Recently I heard a popular preacher refer in his 
sermon to the book of Revelation. “That is one book,” 
said he, “that I leave alone. It is too hard to under- 
stand; too mystical; too figurative and too mysterious 
for me to bother with.” That is a common attitude. 

But it should not be so. The very name of the book 
of Revelation proves to all and sundry that it is not 
intended to be mysterious and draped with a veil of 
darkness. It is something revealed. True, it is revealed 
only to the child of God. I think it not profane to 
suggest that it is a sharing of God’s knowledge with 
His beloved children. There He reveals to us His 
knowledge of the future. We may know what things 
are to be even before they are. 

Even the parables of Christ were mysterious to those 
who were blinded to spiritual truth. Jesus Himself 
underscored this fact in Matthew 13, when He said to 
His followers: “It is given unto you to know the mys- 
teries of the kingdom of heaven, but to them (the un- 
believers) it is not given .. . therefore speak I to them 
in parables: because they seeing see not; and hearing 
they hear not, neither do they understand .. . But 
blessed are your eyes, for they see: and your ears, 
for they hear.” 

None of the prophetic Scriptures were given in any 
effort to confuse or to withhold, or even to tantalize. 
The opposite is true. They were given that the child of 
God might be established, enlightened and assured.

Note the introduction to the Revelation: “The Revela- 
tion of Jesus Christ, which God gave unto him, to 
shew unto his servants things which must shortly come 
eee 

This is not a withholding, but a revealing; it is not 
a closed secret but a shared confidence between Christ 
and His servants. Now, the parables were spoken in 
order to enlighten the children of light and exclude 
the children of darkness. Nothing seems more simple 
to us now than the plain and direct parables of Christ, 
but not so when they were spoken. Even the disciples 
had to apply themselves to their understanding. It is 
so with prophetic study. 

Those who will not believe cannot understand. Day 
by day they fulfill Scripture, often even as they read 
without understanding the very Scriptures they fulfill. 
We are not to be so blind. We cannot—we dare not— 
take the avenue of blindness and unconcern by saying 
that prophecy is too deep, too confusing or too con- 
tradictory for us. We must apply ourselves to the in- 
timacies God wills to share with us. 

It is hoped that in the coming weeks you will dis- 
cover the joy of prophetic study. The Evangel has se- 
cured the services of an able guide to lead us into 
the realms of revelation and stimulate our own think- 
ing. Brother George L. Britt, of Greer, South Carolina, 
is one of the keenest scholars of eschatology in our 
day. His understanding is both profound and lucid, 
and he has that enviable ability to communicate his 
insight to his readers. 

These features are not prepared primarily for pro- 
phetic scholars—and there are many in the Church 
of God—but it is felt that even they will find stimula- 
tion and absorption here. These messages are for the 
common reader, for the heart of man, for those of 
us who would know more of the things which Christ 
has told us should be in the last days.

H THE ENTRANCE OF THY WORDS GIVE 


Scripture Setting: Mark 10:46-52 

Text: John 8:12, “Then spake Jesus again unto them, 
saying I am the light of the world: he that followeth 
me shall not walk in darkness, but shall have the 
light of life.” 


Bartimaeus, the blind beggar, as Jesus made 

His exit from Jericho gives us a vivid picture 
of light in triumph over darkness. To the writer, the 
narrative is parabolic in import, depicting not only 
the physical restoration of sight to the blind but 
also, in parallel, the marvelous transition of the same 
man out of spiritual death and darkness into the 
glorious light of the Son of God. This story is unique 
in that we are not left to draw the parallel; instead, 
it is delineated for us. Both the healing of the body 
and the salvation of the soul are clearly resident in 
this record of an event which transpired during the 
ministry of our Lord. 

This is the story of a poor social outcast who was 
gripped by total blindness and darkness. His small 
world was no more than a sphere of confinement 
and isolation. His only contact with the world was 
made through a cup which occasionally rattled with 
a few welcome coins and thereby broke the monotony 
and tedium of long, wearisome hours. Many were the 
sighs which swelled from his soul. Incessantly, but 
silently, he cried for the ability to see as a normal

person. No physician, therapy, or balm had he found 
that could provide him sight. He was far more un- 
fortunate than the ordinary beggars. At least they 
could see. How he must have envied them! How he 
would have given his right arm for a pair of eyes— 
eyes which most of us take for granted. 

We who fail to prize this valuable sense are never 
so sympathetic with the poor individual who is trapped 
in stygian darkness until our vision is impaired by 
old age or lost through disease or accident. A person 
might lose a limb, but he is not impeded in his 
capacity to enjoy the beauty of life and the wonders 
of nature. If an individual loses his hearing, he is 
still able to communicate appreciably well with his 
world through symbols and images perceived through 
the eyes, the windows of the soul. But the blind have 
no alternative equal to that of the others mentioned. 
The darkness is continually an ominous barrier. 


NATURAL LIFE, in the real sense, requires 
illumination—the perception and absorption of the 
higher value of things, the ability to behold and 
appreciate. Blind Bartimaeus was devoid of such a 
valuable privilege. It is possible that he had been 
blind from birth. If so, here was a man who had 
never scanned the breadth of earth’s celestial canopy, 
nor had seen its twinkling stars on a cloudless night. 
He had never beheld the soft, glittering reflection of 
the moon as it lay across the River Jordan on a still 

















night. Neither was it his pleasure to watch the golden 
orb of the sun push back the shroud of night, peep 
over the Judean hills, and herald a new day; nor to be 
stunned by its brightness at high noon, although daily 
he felt the scorching effect of its heat; nor to stand 
in awe as that same sun became a fiery red ball at 
the end of day, fading behind the western plains and 
reflecting its grandeur on the scudding clouds. 
Bartimaeus could not see even the parched dust of 
the Jericho road as it absorbed the first drops of wel- 
come rain. He could hear a clap of thunder, but he 
was completely unaware of a jagged flash of lightning 
across the heavens. Multitudes traveled the road be- 
side which he sat. He would gladly pick the coins 
from his cup and carefully feel them, but he could 
not see them or the benevolent passers-by who gave 
them. And most tragic of all, though he intensely 
yearned to do so, he was unable to see Jesus, the Son 
of David and the Light of the World. 

As the thronging procession moved out of the city, 
Bartimaeus overheard the noise and excitement. In 
fancy, we hear him earnestly inquire, ‘‘Who is it?” 
Someone shouts; ‘Jesus of Nazareth!” When he learn- 
ed that it. was Jesus, he cried out desperately, ‘Jesus, 
thou Son of David, have mercy on me!” The only 
reply he received was one of sharp rebuke by those 
who clustered about Jesus. But the commanding gibe 
from the crowd, that he be quiet and trouble not the 
Master, only incited him to repeat the same plea, 
“Thou Son of David, have mercy on me!” These im- 
portunate words which had fallen on the deaf ears of 
the throng caused Jesus to stand still because they 
were cries for light out of night. He, being the true 
Light, was keenly sensitive to the piercing plea which 
rang incessantly out of the darkness and He, being 
our sympathetic High Priest, was touched by the in- 
firmity and pathos of a human captive. 
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Jesus ordered those nearby to summon the beggar. 
When Bartimaeus was told that Jesus had responded, 
he immediately sprang to his feet, cast aside his dust- 
laden garment, and ran forth to meet Him. See him 
as he eagerly weaves his way through the rabble 
with much awkwardness and stumbling as he goes, 
yet arising and pressing toward the Light. Face to 
face with the beggar, Jesus inquires of his desire. 
Bartimaeus breathlessly gasps, “Lord, that I might 
receive my sight.” To him, Jesus was Lord over all 
things, including his own blindness. 

The Great Physician viewed him with compassion, 
saw his faith, and assured him that his faith had 
made him whole. Saved he was—both in body and in 
soul, because the Scripture reads, “And immediately 
he received his sight and followed Jesus in the way.” 
Instantly and miraculously, in the twinkle of his own 
eye, he felt for the first time the tingling sensation 
produced by the glare of sunlight. His eyes were re- 
acting to and perceiving the light for which he had 
long waited. An even greater change had been wrought 
however; he had also received the glorious Light of 
Life. The Light of the world had passed by and had 
stopped long enough to dispel all of the darkness in 
which he sat; Jesus had illumined his soul with such 
an effulgence that he could no longer be chained in 
the region and shadow of death. He had been attract- 
ed to and transformed by Jesus of Nazareth. Although 
the Master told him to “go his way,” back home to 
family and relatives, apparently this was not his 
immediate desire. So complete and exhilarating was 
his removal from night to light that he actually 
followed Jesus by joining the multitude as it moved 
on its way. His sprightly walk and buoyant spirit 
graphically portray the words of Jesus in the text: 
“He that followeth me shall not walk in darkness, 
but shall have the light of life.” 
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Who can more love the light of day 
And sing when skies shine bright 


Of bitter, woeful night? 
When death, 
And gloom, 
And constant snares 





And fling his soul to nether hell 
With all the damned that be. 

O Dawn! O Day! No tongue can tell 
The cheer you bring to me.

E ARE NOW LIVING in a time of the great- 

est moral decadence ever known to man. It 

is a time of world -tension, bitter social 
strife, and phenomenal strides in science and physics; 
and the world is taut with a universal expectancy 
of still swifter and greater change. The last half 
century has witnessed a greater change in morals 
and a greater fulfillment of prophetical Scriptures 
than previous generations saw in fifteen hundred years. 
Building on the thought used by our Lord in His 
parable of the ten virgins in which he states that 
at midnight the cry was made, “Behold, the bride- 
groom cometh,” and seeing the Scriptures concerning 
the end being so minutely fulfilled, and through 
scriptural enlightenment seeing the night shades of 
the great tribulation falling, we are persuaded to 
believe we are in the proximity of A.D. — 11:30 P.M. 


A NEW AGE 


Most prognosticators believe that we are on the 
threshold of a new age. Many tell us that the power 
of the atom will produce this new age. They believe 
the atom will drive our machines, do our housework, 
cure our ills, and produce synthetic food to feed 
earth’s millions. Some think that some stillborn child 
of human futility, such as a world federation. of 
nations, can bring in an age of perpetual peace. Still 
others profess to believe that man will bring an end 
to the world by a chain reaction of atomic or hydrogen 
fission. Those who know God and His Word know 
we are on the brink of a new era and that the most 
momentous event of the entire age is imminent. They 
know this new age is very near and will be suddenly 
ushered in by the gps appearing of the King 
of Kings and Lord of Lords. This is not just another 
man-conceived theory; if it were it would be no more 
trustworthy than any of the other theories, but it 
is “according to the Scriptures.” Paul made it clear 
to the Corinthians that all the gospel truths he 
preasned and was willing to die for were according 

the Scriptures. 

If the United Nations should bring lasting ace 
and justice it would not be according to the Scriptures. 
The Scriptures teach us that when man because of 
the result of his own efforts shall cry peace and 
safety, then sudden destruction shall come upon him 
(1 Thessalonians 5:3). Regardless of all man’s moral- 
izing and the prevalence of a self-helping social gospel 
this generation is gripped in vice, degeneracy, de- 
pravity, and crime. The Scriptures teach consistently 
that the age will grow worse and worse until it will 
end in catastrophe and the second coming of the 
Son of God. The ee teach that perilous times 
will come and that the depraved race will give vent 
to their fallen nature (2 Timothy 3:1-3). The Scrip- 
tures teach that there will be a great falling away 
and the professing church -will apostatize from the 
truth having only a form (2 Thessalonians 2:3; Rev- 
elation 3:15, 16). The Scriptures also teach that they 
will be lovers of pleasure more than lovers of God 
(2 Timothy 3:4); selfishness, greed, vile affections, 
love of pleasure and vice are the hallmarks of this 
age. We can readily see that all the conditions of 
our age are according to the Scriptures. 

It is useless for anyone to lose sleep for fear of 
the end of the age or world by atomic chain reaction; 
it would not tally with the Scriptures. It is amazing 
to hear well-known speakers, supposedly well-versed 
in the Scriptures, express this fear. God has let it 
be known how the age will end and it is not to end 
that way; so if man accidently brings the end of 
the age by touching off a chain reaction he will 
have changed God's Word and will. This is an impos- 
sible absurdity; it will end according to the Scriptures. 
This age will end in great tribulation (Matthew 24:21), 
and the kingdoms of this world will be ground into 
powder, but it will be brought about by the stone 
cut out of the mountain without hands (Daniel 


























2:34, 44), which is the second coming of the Son of 
God. There will be a complete change of the present 
world order which has already lost its equilibrium 
2 and is tottering (Daniel 2:35). 


END OF THE AGE 


THE TENSIONS, perplexities and convul- 
sions of our- time are nothing more or less than 
the death throes of one age and the birth pangs 
of another. Many scoff at even the thought of the 
ending of this age. Mortal man without the inspiration 
of the Spirit and enlightenment of the Scriptures 
is incapable of rising to the pinnacle where he can 
get a true perspective of God’s plan of the ages. 
Modern man with his tiny span of seventy or eighty 
years has never seen an age end, and being destitute 
of that faith which is the evidence of things not 
seen, he says this age will not end in the way the 
Scriptures teach—suddenly and supernaturally (Mat- 
thew 24:27; 1 Corinthians 15:51, 52). 

This church age has already lasted yA 2,000 
years. All other ages have ended, why not this one? 
It was beyond the grasp of the antediluvians to be- 
lieve Noah’s message that their age would end, but 
their unbelief did not postpone the end one day when 
God’s time arrived. Just so today carnal men cannot 
grasp the truth that the dispensation of the fullness 
of time (Ephesians 1:10) is dawning, that the im- 
mutable prophecies concerning the Davidic Covenant 
are nearing fulfillment, and that the literal kingdom 
of heaven is truly nigh at hand. Undoubtedly the 
current revival of preaching, proclaiming the near- 
ness of the literal kingdom of heaven is the work of an 
all-wise God. When the King first appeared as Jesus 
of Nazareth, the Holy Spirit through John the Baptist, 
the Twelve, and also the Seventy, proclaimed that the

kingdom of heaven was at hand. When the Jews re- 
jected and slew the King, the resurrected King ascend- 
ed to heaven as mediator of the new covenant. The 
Holy Spirit shifted the emphasis to the gospel of the 
grace of God that gives men power to become the 
sons of God and adopts them into the spiritual phase 
of the kingdom of heaven. Now that the time of the 
gentiles and the age of grace are ending, the Spirit 
of God is ae the gospel of the grace of 
God with the gospel of the kingdom of heaven. Our 
present age which coincides with the mystery of the 
church age was hidden from past ages and in the 
plan of God is a parenthesis between the first advent 
and the second advent which will usher in the literal 
kingdom of heaven. This parenthesis or mystery of 
the church has not abrogated one prophecy concerning 
the literal kingdom of heaven, which will be fulfilled 
every jot and tittle according to the Scriptures. 

Jesus’ references to the end of this age are too 
numerous to mention here. He was so specific about 
the end of this age that -He gave signs whereby we 
could know when it is near, even at the door. He did 
not hedge or confuse with vague generalities in His 
teaching about the end of this age, but was plain 
and specific. Jesus, as well as the apostles, held out 
the truth that this age will end as one of the greatest 
incentives for His followers to watch, purify them- 
selves and be true to the faith. It would be a pleasant 
task to relate here the glorious changes that will 
take place when the kingdom of heaven kisses this 
sin-benighted earth, but that would be an article 
within itself. 


THE SECRETS OF GOD 


BLESSED IS THE CHILD OF GOD who 
can soar by faith above the limited perspective of 
ordinary men to the mountaintop of prophetic Scrip- 
ture, and thrill to the panorama of fulfilled prophec 
being unfolded by the hand of an omnipotent God. 
When a child of God by simple, sincere faith in the 
Scriptures soars to this elevation, he reaches the plane 
where the tangible, tawdry, glittering things of this 
life have lost their appeal; and he has no need for 
the superficial and sensational to bolster his faith, 
but can thrill with inward exaltation that the om- 
niscient One has confided in him. It is pathetic today 
to see so many who profess a deep experience, appeal- 
ing to that which is shallow and superficial. So many 
are seeking cheap sensationalism when they could 
drink deep at the well of eternal truth and experience 
the thrill of real intimacy with God. It is a mark of 
real spirituality to be able to behold the fulfillment 
of prophecy and rejoice in what God is doing. Prophecy 
is one of the most beneficent blessings and favors 
of God to mankind. It even shows the extent of 
God’s love and blessings to His redeemed; it brings 
the redeemed into a special intimacy with God. 

Dr. C. I. Scofield expresses it eloquently in his Lec- 
tures on Prophecy: “I say, it is the study of the 
prophetic truths; the receiving from God of the rev- 
elations concerning His future purposes in that which 
concerns us and the world, that brings us into a 
peculiar intimacy with God himself. Christ says, ‘I 
have called you friends; I have not called you serv- 
ants.’ What is the difference? What is the proof He 
gives of having placed us in the relationship of friend? 
This: ‘For all things that I have heard of my father, 
I have made known unto you.’ Friendship is an in- 
timate relation, you see, and involves confidences. 
Abraham was called the friend of God, and the Lord 
said: ‘Shall I hide from Abraham that which I do?’ 
Now when God gives a prophecy He takes. us into 
a wonderful personal intimacy. Let us, then, accept 
God’s invitation to come unto these, His deepest coun- 
sels, to sit with Him in heavenly places while He 
unfolds to us the — secret of His majestic and 
amazing purposes. If we are ready to admit that there 
is a mighty influence in association, in intimacy, if 
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we feel its effect in the human relationship in which 
we stand, need I argue for one moment that that 
part of the divine truth which brings us into the 
most intimate fellowship with Jehovah Himself must 
have the mightiest influence upon our character, and 
so ultimately upon our conduct? 

“I confess with shame that there was a time in 
my Christian life when I a ¥ eo Sy prophecy; 
when I said to myself, if not in words, at least in 
fact, ‘What has that do do with me? What I wish to 
know is how I may be saved, how I me get blessings, 
how I may get to heaven. Never mind what God 
intends to do with the Jewish people; never mind 
what His purposes are toward the world; He will in 
due time fulfill all these things. Why should I care 
particularly what He is going to do with Israel? I 
am not an Israelite.’ I say there was a time when 
that was my attitude toward the prophecies. Do you 
not see that I was actually refusing the most intimate 
——s with the Lord?” 

When the former things are passed away (Revela- 
tions 21:4) and man’s ge is over; when finis 
is written to time, and the standards of time are 
replaced by those of eternity, then shall it be revealed 
that the wise of the race of men were not those 
who majored in the laws God gave to govern matter, 
or in the fields of human endeavor, but those who 
majored in fellowship with the Omnipotent One, of 
whom it is written, “Known unto God are all of His 
works from the beginning of the world.” 


GRACE WAS ONCE PROPHECY 


THIS GLORIOUS GRACE we enjoy today 
was for centuries known only: by prophecy. Every ser- 
mon preached today about this grace was preached 
about a subject that for centuries was prophecy. Do 
those who dismiss rye with a shrug mean that 
they despise unfulfilled ads grea d and love fulfilled 
se wee dy Peter in his great sermon on the Day of 

entecost adhered to the same rule as Paul, and ap- 
pealed to the prophecies in the Scriptures. He cited 
his hearers to the prophecies in Joel, and affirmed 
that the blessing received that day was for them 
and for as many as God should call because it was 
“according to the Scriptures.” 

We have known in time past some who minimized 
the urgent need of studying the Word, because, as 
they said, they had the Spirit to teach them. In due 
time their Christian experience consisted of feelings 
alone and when sudden temptation came they yielded 
easily. They had failed to grow strong because one 
can grow only by the sincere milk of the Word. 

It is true that an understandable knowledge of the 
grace of God is sufficient to be saved, but it is also 
true that it is a mark of depth and Christian maturity 
to be able to rejoice in the future as unfolded by 
prophecy. Hope ranks with faith and love in that 
tripartite foundation on which Christian growth and 
character are builded. Hope maketh not ashamed, but 
rather gives us boldness (Romans 5:5). Hope is the 
anchor of the soul, sustains, thrills, and beacons 
amidst all the vagaries of life (Hebrews 6:19). Hope 
causes purification as nothing else will (1 John 3:3). 
How is this precious possession obtained? It is be- 
gotten and nourished by the sure word of prophecy. 

When the Son of God came into this world by the 
way of Bethlehem, He fulfilled such a multitudinous 
array of sae prophecies that it was a mathematic- 
al impossibility for an imposter to take His place. Jesus 
said He came to fulfill the prophets (Matthew 5:17). 
When He stood up in the synagogue at Nazareth and 
read the prophecies in Isaiah concerning Himself, 
prophecy uttered 725 years before that time, He said, 
“This day is this Scripture fulfilled.” Christ was con- 
scious of the fact that every act of His life was ful- 
filling prophecy. 

Christ was born of a virgin to fulfill the pes 
of Isaiah 7:14; of the family of David to fulfill Psalm 
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89:3, 4 and Isaiah 11:1. Herod slew the innocents to 
fulfill Jeremiah 31:15, Joseph fled from Herod’s wrath 
and went into Egypt to fulfill, “Out of Egypt have 
I called my Son” (Hosea 11:1). He was not crucified 
alone but between two thieves to fulfill, “He was num- 
bered with the transgressors” (Isaiah 53:12). The 
soldiers did not just —— to gamble for His gar- 
ments, but it was to fulfill, “They part my garment 
among them, and cast lots upon my vesture” (Psalm 
22:18). They omitted the custom of their day and 
did not break His legs that prophecy might be ful- 
filled (Numbers 9:12; John 19:31-37). Divine prov- 
idence provided the colt at the right place at the 
right time, that it might be fulfilled, “Thy King 
cometh unto thee: he is just, arid having salvation; 
lowly, and riding upon an ass, and upon a colt the 
foal of an ass” (Zechariah 9:9). It was just mentioned 
one time in prophecy that Christ would be born in 
Bethlehem, but the whole world was shuffied and 
— that it might happen according to the Scrip- 
ures. 

How can an enlightened child of God keep from 
being thrilled by current events that tell us plainly 
that Christ’s second coming is near according to the 
Scriptures. Why should it be counted a thing in- 
credible to a true Christian that God should know 
the future? He named Cyrus over a century before 
he was born and then used him to fulfill prophecy 
and to give the decree that Israel should return. When 
God gave the prophecy that proud Tyre, the mistress 
of the sea, would be destroyed and the very stones, 
timbers and dust of the city would be cast into the 
midst of the water, it seemed to men of that day 
as unlikely to happen as the end of the age does 
to men today. Yet, God used two world empires to 
fulfill this one prophecy. God used Nebuchadnezzar 
of the Babylonian Empire to fulfill part of this proph- 
ecy when he destroyed the old city of Tyre, but the 
prophecy that stated the very dust would be laid in 
the midst of the water was not fulfilled. One jot or 
tittle of God’s immutable word cannot fail without 
fulfillment. So young Prince Alexander, of Macedonia, 
became obsessed with a desire to march eastward 
and conquer. The men of Macedonia and of all Greece 
began to mobilize from the hills and valleys to march 
on a long journey to fulfill one sentence in prophecy. 
When bey 4 arrived at far away Tyre the people of 
Tyre had built their new city on an island out in the 
sea. The soldiers of Alexander set to work and with 
ardent perseverence laid the timbers, stones and dust 
of the old city in the sea to build a —— to the 
new city and captured it. Thus after two hundred 
and fifty years the men of Greece marched long and 
far and fulfilled completely Ezekiel 26:12. 


If students of prophecy try to match wits or put 
on an exhibition of personal wisdom or become too 
dogmatic in details such as naming the antichrist, 
they may unconsciously lend themselves to Satan’s ef- 
forts to stigmatize prophetical teaching. We may never 
know all the details of the immediate future, but 
God wills that we have, and we can have, a clear 
general outline of the events immediately preceding 
the end of this age, and we can have enough details 
to know when it is near, even at the door. 

We find in the prophetical Scriptures certain spe- 
cific world conditions that are to exist at the end 
of this age that did not exist fifteen — ago, but 
do exist today. At least if they existed at all they were 
in an embryonic state, and were not as clear and 
tangible as today. The writer will endeavor to point 
these out in succeeding articles. 

The same omnipotent God that gave the laws that 
the solar system so meticulously obeys, _ the 
prophecies in His Word. As surely as seedtime and 
harvest, day and night, winter and summer have to 
obey God’s decree (Genesis 8:22), just that surely 


these prophecies will be fulfilled according to the 
Scriptures.

We left New Orleans April 12, 6 a.m., via Taca Air 
Lines to Guatemala City in a DC-6. We were thank- 
ful the weather was good, but believe you me, those 
big propellers had to turn many times to take us 
across this big span of water. As we would approach 
a ship below, the pilot would circle the ship so we 
could see it well. (I would have preferred flying 
straight ahead.) When we had gone across the Gulf 
and had come to the mountains of Guatemala, the 
riding was very bumpy, but after about six hours of 
flying over sea and mountains, we at last came in 
sight of Guatemala City, and for this we were very 
happy. The pilot had to make a second attempt to 
land. This, of course, was a little exciting, but when 
we saw Brother Jaime Aldana, Overseer of Central 
Guatemala, and Brother William R. McCall, Overseer 
of Quezaltenango territory, and his good wife, we 
took courage and were made very happy indeed. The 
overseers and their wives, and the other missionaries 
were wonderful to us. The convention took place in 
the Calle Marti Church, and Gabino Castillo, mission- 
ary and teacher to El Salvador, served as interpreter. 
It brings one to tears to see the precious people come 
by the hundreds, so hungry to hear the gospel and 
willing to stand hour after hour to hear; then they 
beg us to preach on more. God was with us in this 
convention, and I can tell you that the missions money 
that you have given at a sacrifice is being well-used 
for the salvation of the lost and for representing the 
Church of God in that part of the world. A missions 
offering taken at this convention totaled $117 cash. 

From Guatemala we flew to El Salvador and on 
to Tegucigalpa, Honduras, where we were met by 
Brother Josue Rubio, the pastor of the local church 
and missionary for the Spanish work in Honduras. 
During the night we were awakened by the fireworks. 
Since there are few telephones in that section of the 


city, in order to arouse the police several persons shot 
their guns. When we saw the fire, Brother Rubio called 
the police department and the fire department, asking 
that they come immediately. With antiquated equip- 
ment they fought a fire that could have destroyed 
our nice stone building that had been built with much 
effort by Brother Rubio and the good people of Hon- 
duras, with the help of the Missions Board. By what 
is most certainly a miracle, since the wind changed as 
an answer to our prayers, the fire was finally ex- 
tinguished. 

Brother Rubio and his good wife were wonderful to 
us and entertained us royally in their home. God is 
using this man and his wife mightily in the work 
of the Church and the salvation of the lost in that 
great country. Hundreds of persons are receiving the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost and coming into the Church 
of God. We were in services in the capital city of 
Honduras in the local church. Brother Rubio has done 
a wonderful job in erecting in this city a very nice 
church building and living quarters for the pastor. He 
is living there at the present time. Again, may I say 
that your missions money is being well-used for the 
salvation of the lost and the cause of Jesus Christ. 

We flew Sahsa Airlines to La Ceiba where Brother 
Norva Skaggs, missionary of the English work, makes 
his home. We were met by Brother Peter Morgan of 
Utila. We took the boat to cross the eighteen miles to 
Utila where our brethren were having their conven- 
tion. When we got in sight of land; we could see a 
congregation of people standing on the dock waving 
their hands and calling to us, “Welcome to Utila.” 
This made us very happy indeed. We had a real con- 
vention here. God was with us. He opened to us the 
very windows of heaven and sent down upon us His 
Holy Spirit, and how happy those people were. We had 
a very impressive baptismal service early one morning, 
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and we were royally entertained in the home of Broth- 
er and Sister Morgan. May God bless them for their 
kindness to us. Hoover Whitefield, a student of the 
International Preparatory Institute and Lee College, is 
presently our pastor of this church, and I understand 
that every department of the church has shown in- 
crease during his pastorate. Our missions offering 
during the convention here in Utila was $300 (Ameri- 
can money), which is indicative of the great interest 
that these people have in promoting the work of God. 
Here again we were convinced that our missions money 
was being well-used for the salvation of the lost and 
the promotion of God’s kingdom on earth. 


From Utila we went to Roatan by boat with Captain 
Ray McNabb who is not only the captain of a boat, 
but also the pastor of our churches in French Harbor, 
French Kayes, and Bodden Bite. Frances Evans and 
Mabel Mullins are our ministers in Roatan. We were 
received enthusiastically by the people on the Island 
of Roatan, after spending about seven or eight hours 
on a rough sea where many got seasick. (There was 
one who never became seasick; that was Captain 
McNabb's little girl, who is about nine years old. All 
called her the little sailor. She was always spreading 
cheer with her wonderful smile. We shall never forget 
the little sailor.) 


The people made us feel so welcome. We walked 
across the hill to Six Hut, about six miles, where 
Brother Henry Dilbert is the pastor. Our thanks go to 
Brother Dilbert who kept us in coconut milk to take 
the place of water. Every person in that village came 
to church. Many gave their hearts to God that night. 
We were privileged to visit every local church on the 
Island. Those people were wonderful; they are hungry 
for God, standing hour after hour to hear a sermon, 
and as I have said before, insisting that we continue. 
May the Lord ever bless and keep these people. We 
appreciate the kindness of everyone, and also appreci- 
ate the wonderful work of Sister Evans and Sister 
Mullins there on the Island. We spent several nights 
in French Harbor and returned to La Ceiba with 
Captain McNabb. Here we caught the plane to San 
Pedro Sula where we thought we had a continued 
flight to Belize, British Honduras. However, we were 
informed that there was no such flight from that 
city on that date. We stayed two days in the Bolivar 
Hotel. : 

We flew from British Honduras and were met by 
O. O. Wolfe, the overseer of this colony of about seven 
thousand inhabitants. Brother Wolfe is doing a won- 
derful work here with these people. They respect him 
and love him. We had a gracious service there in his 
church. God was with us in mighty power pouring out 
the Spirit of the Lord, and several persons came for- 
ward to seek God in the end of the services. These 
people gave over $125 in a missions offering. We were 
wonderfully entertained in the home of Brother Wolfe. 
May God continue to bless him that he might con- 
tinue to lead the people into the kingdom of God, and 
the Church of God. 


The last night of the convention we flew from 
Belize to Corozal in a Cisna 180, where we took a 
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taxi to cross into old Mexico at Chetumal. Here we took 
a plane of the Compania de Aviacion for Villa Her- 
mosa. We were entertained in Overseer Samuel Go- 
mez’ home for three days and then attended our con- 
vention in Macuspan. We enjoyed our convention so 
very much here in Mexico. One of the most touching 
sights was to see the people who came out of the 
mountains, walking far distances to attend this con- 
vention. Many of them slept on the ground, as they 
had nowhere else to sleep. God was in this convention 
in a mighty way. The missions offering in this place 
was 1,000 pesos cash each, and. the pledges 
coming in from the local churches will bring this up 
to about $150, which is remarkable for these people. If 
you could see the circumstances of the people, then 
you would realize what a sacrifice they made to give 
to the cause of missions. 

The memory of all these places and people will 
never die in my mind. My prayer is, God bless all 
of these ministers as missionaries and overseers, and 
give them many more souls for their hire. They are 
making a real sacrifice to carry on this work, and I 
should like to call on our people everywhere to pray 
for them. I assure you that your missions money is 
being well-used for the glory of God and for the sal- 
vation of the lost. I am looking forward to the time 
when I shall have the opportunity to see these precious 
people again on earth, and if not on earth, around 
the throne of God eternally. 

I should like to conclude this report by saying that 
Brother Vessie D. Hargrave, Overseer of Latin Ameri- 
ca, is doing, and has been doing, a wonderful work in 
his territory. The people love and highly respect him 
for his work’s sake, because the distance is never too 
far or the trip too hard for him to go to the people 
in his territory.

Baptists Elect Representative 
Hays to Top Post 


Representative Brooks Hays (D.- 
Ark.), an active Baptist layman, 
was elected president of the South- 
ern Baptist Convention at its an- 
nual meeting in Chicago. One of 
the few laymen ever chosen to 
head the 112-year-old body, he 
succeeds Dr. Casper C. Warren of 
Charlotte, North Carolina. The 
delegates also elected Evangelist 
Billy Graham to his first official 
position in the Convention. He was 
named Texas representative on the 
Foreign Missions Board. (Although 
the evangelist is a resident of North 
Carolina he is a member of the 
First Baptist Church in Dallas.) 

The foreign missions board re- 
ported that its 1956 income totaled 
over twelve million dollars, com- 
pared with eight million the pre- 
vious year. During 1956, the board 
said, 121 new missionaries were ap- 
pointed to overseas work, making 
a total of 1,113 in active service 
during the year. 


Revised Version of 


Apocrypha to Be Published 


Po Revised ae ee of 
the Apocrypha w appear p- 
tember 30, on the fifth anniver- 
sary of publication of the Revised 
Standard Version of the Bible. Dr. 
Luther A. Weigle, chairman of the 
Standard Bible Committee of the 
National Council of Church- 
es which translated the RSV Bible, 
made the announcement. He said 
that the Apocrypha will be placed 
at the end of the New Testament 
rather than between the Old and 
New Testaments as is the case in 
certain Bible versions. 

The Apocrypha comprises the 14 
books of the Old Testament ap- 


pearing in the Latin Vulgate Bible 
of 1592 which were not in the He- 
brew Bible. These books are not in- 
cluded in the Authorized or King 
James Version of the Scriptures 
due to the fact that neither the 
Jews nor the Protestants consider 
them to be divinely inspired. 


LONDON—A Gallup Poll of the 
British people reveals that 28 per 
cent of Britons go to church at 
least once a month. Formerly it 
was estimated that only about 10 
gd cent of the British people went 
o church. 


O. K. Armstrong, Southern Bap- 
tist ~— and a contributing ed- 
itor of Reader’s Digest, led a dele- 
gation of Protestant leaders from 
several denominations which met 
in Washington late in April to or-

port for the desired legislation. 


U. S. Churches Helping 
Feed 1,800,000 Yugslav 
Children 


Children in Yugoslavia are 
hurrying to school these days with 
a@ new eagerness. Their haste is 
motivated less by a hunger for 
knowledge than by the hunger in 
their stomachs. At school they get 


a piping hot breakfast, provided by 
loca a community groups 
from f furnished by U. S. Prot- 
estant churches. 

Believed unique in overseas wel- 
fare work, the program provides 
breakfast each school day for 1,- 
800,000 children in 14,000 public 
schools, or approximately three- 
quarters of all Yugoslav young- 
sters under 13 years of age. The 
food, donated by the U.S. govern- 
ment from its surplus stocks, is 
am ge to Yugoslavia by Church 
World Service and Lutheran World 
Relief. There’s enough to fill a 
mile-long freight train every 
month. 


TOKYO—The book Peace With 
God, written by Billy Graham, has 
now sold more than 40,000 copies 
in Japan. It is setting a new rec- 
ord for a religious book. 


ETHIOPIA—His Imperial Majes- 
ty, Haile Selassie of Ethiopia, for- 
mally dedicated the new Ethiopian 
Evangelical College in Debre Zeit, 
near the capital city of Addis Aba- 
ba, last May. The Lutheran college, 
which will accommodate 200 stu- 
dents, is the only church-owned 
secondary school in the country. 


DENMARK — Representatives of 
Protestant churches in ten coun- 
tries met at Liselund, Denmark, 
and formed a Conference of Eu- 
ropean Churches. The purpose will 
be to promote closer relations be- 
tween churches in Eastern and 
Western Europe. 


Rev. Philip Arthur Gaglardi, Ca- 
nadian, politician, preacher, will be
